DEMAND BRISK FOR

Demand for cotton pickers remains 
exceptionally* good this week, and 
with advent of sunny skies, farmers 
are making good headway with the 
initial crop movement. 
Information gathered by The Her­ 
ald reveals customary price for cot­ 
ton boiling around Hamlin and over 
Jones County to be 1.50 per 100 
pounds.

IN RURAL AREAS AT 
INCREASING RATE 


With reporting last week of several 
bu rglaries in Hamlin, people are re­ 
minded that criminals are preying 
u pon the ru ral popu lation of Texas 
at nearly dou ble the rate of two and 
a half years ago, according to Direc­ 
tor Homer Garrison of the Depart­ 
ment of Pu blic Safety. 
Garrison said ru ral crime increas­ 
ed 85.27 per cent from the first six 
months of 1944 to the first six months 
of 1946. 
Biggest gain was in robbery, u p 158 
per cent. 
Another staggering gain 
was shown in bu rglary, u p 112 per 
cent. 
Au to theft ju mped 96 per 
cent; felony theft 61 per cent; mu r­ 
der and homicide 55 per cent; and 
rape 48 per cent. 
Du ring the same period crime in­ 
creased 42 per cent in the cities. The 
overall gain for both ru ral and u rban 
ju risdictions was 54.54 per cent.

increased in direct proportion to the 
gain in crime. 
Convictions, however, are lagging 
behind.

the incidence of disease. 


“ Just because we hav e won a war 
is no reason why we should allow the 
disease to become higher than in re­ 
cent peacetime, Dr. Cox said. 
“ In­ 
deed, it is an urgent reason why we 
should sharply reduce these 
aates 
among our people and use ev ery pos­ 
sible effort to keep the health lev els 
among our civ ilian and military popu­ 
lation at their highest possible peak.” 
The state health officer emphasiz­ 
ed once again as he has often done in 
the past, the necessity for using the 
more easily accessible, common-sense 
safeguards of health. 
Immunization 
against sev eral of the more killing 
diseases is av ailable to all, at little 
or no cost. 
Such protection should 
not be neglected and the person who 
allows himself or his family to suffer 
from a prev entable illness is, whether 
he realizes it or not, actually handi­
